Vast Marble Riches 

Members of a Chilean hydrographic 
commission, roving among the islands 
off Cape Horn, have discovered vast 
quantities of marble, said to equal in 
quality that of Carrara. The marble 
was found in a group of lonely islands 
to the north of Punta Arenas, near 
the straits of Magellan. According to 
the report of scientists attached to 
the commission, small islands in the 
vicinity are made up entirely of pure 
marble. Resembling marble palaces 
in appearance, the islands have in- 
deated harbors that permit the en- 
trance of ocean Iners. Several of the 
larger islands are said to be made up 
of pure white marble, their peaks 
nearly half a mile high, glistening in 
the sun so clearly that sailors miles 
away have mistaken them for snow- 
capped peaks. The islands lie about | 
thirty miles off the regular ship routes 
through the straits. It is claimed that

The Necessity for Federal Participation in High- 
way Construction 


By T. H. MAC DONALD, U. S. Bureau of Public Roads. 
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The total cost of the 11, miles added to the national road sys- 
tem in the fiscal year of 1925 was $242,937,488, of which the govern- 
ment appropriated from federal-aid funds $111,304,737. 

In the sparsely settled states of the West the federal participation 
is a vital necessity and a definite obligation. The sections of the federal- 
aid system in these states partake more of the character of interstate or 
national roads than of roads for local traffic. The mileage to be im- 
proved is so great that without the federal contribution the work could 
not be done in a generation; and to this reason there is added the still 
more compelling one that is involved in the ownership of vast areas 
of lands by the United States which are not taxable by the states. 

The necessity for federal participation in highway construction 
does not lie in the Far West, nor even in the Middle West and 
South. It is even more essential that a continuous and adequate sys- 
tem of highways be built in the more populous sections of the East.

CITIZENS PAYING 
FOR GOOD ROADS 





Transportation is today vital to all 
| businesses. The enlarged field of op- 
leration most business firms have 
| opened up during the last few years 
has brought about radical changes in 
the conduct of trade. Statewide and 
}aational distribution taken the 
| place of community and county trade. 
| Adequate highway transportation is 
needed to facilitate widening distribu- 
ltlon. These facts have been deter- 
mined by a national survey into high- 
way problems conducted by the Amer- 
lean Association of State Highway Offi- 
| clals.

| Because of this changed trade as- 
| pect the association finds real need 
|for continuation of the federal aid 


| highway act as it exists today. The act 
|has enabled states to build according 
to a national plan, rather than to a dis- 
jointed local building program. 

Many interesting facts have been 
brought to light by this investigation 
of the association. The ordinary com- 
modities of everyday trade are cited 
as examples of the Influence of high- 
way transportation on trade distribu- 
tion. Sugar is produced in a few con- 
centrated sections or imported. With- 
out adequate distribution the price of 
this common commodity would vary 
greatly over the country. With rail- 
roads and improved highways, trans- 
portation has brought about a more 
uniform price level. 

The identical situation exists in 
crackers, tobacco, cereal, radiators, 
cans, and the wares of such retailers 
as the five and ten-cent stores. While 
the manufacturer and general busi- 
ness of the makers and sellers of these 
commodities may be concentrated in 
one locality their business is depend- 
ent solely upon their ability to get 
their goods to the buyer with a mini- 
mum loss of time and expense. 

More and more, the association 
| finds, these goods are being distrib- 
uted by motor truck on the highways.

Plan Road Along Top of

Accuse Each Other of 
Playing Politics.

RESIDENT COOLIDGE, personally 

in conversation with the Washing- 
ton correspondents and then through 
a White House spokesman, told the 
country last week that the critics of 
his administration were “playing poli- 
tics” and should not be taken too seri- 
ously. Mr. Coolidge alluded apparent- 
ly to the investigations of the Depart- 
ment of Justice for failure to proceed 
against Secretary Mellon’s aluminum 
company, to charges by Senator Nor- 
ris that the President exerted ques- 
tionable influence to keep the tariff 
board from making sugar tariff recom- 
mendations before the election of last 
fall, and to attacks made on the fed- 
eral trade commission. Mr. Coolidge 
said were unfounded, 
that the government was not derelict 
in enforcing the law and that such at- 
tacks were seasonal, coming in years 
in which Presidential elections were 
held. 

No sooner were these statements 
made public than Senator Pat Har- 
rison of Mississippi arose in the sen- 
ate to express his great indignation at 
them. He described Mr. Coolidge as 
a “matchless politician” and said: “It 
does not become a resident of the 
White House to tell the country that 
all the speeches here are to have a 
political tinge. There are political 
speeches made here, and we invite the 
President to make his political 
speeches, whether he makes them to 
the farmers in the West or the cham- 
ber of commerce in New York. He has 
not made a single speech from that in 
New York to the fly-by-night journey 
to Chicago but that was an effort to 
win favor with the people—playing 
politics in his speeches. When he per- 
suaded some gentlemen on the other 
side of the aisle to change their views 
with respect to international peace In 
the world he performed one of the 
seven wonders of the world.”

Three Menaces 
to Live Stock 





Invasion of Foreign Diseases 
and Pests Met With 
Great Vigor. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


Three emergencies, each constitut- 
ing a national menace to the live- 
stock industry, were successfully met 
during the last fiscal year, according 
to the annual report of John R. Moh- 
ler, chief of the bureau of animal in- 
dustry. Two of them were outbreaks 
of foot-and-mouth disease, in Call- 
fornia and Texas, while the third was 
the invasion of the United States by 
the European fowl pest, a new dis- 
ease which, though extending to nine 
states, was successfully eradicated. 

While emergencies of the kind men- 
tioned are sometimes regarded as oc- 
eurrences affecting only the livestock 
industry, Information received from 
many sources show clearly the sert- 
ous effect on industry and commerce. 
These effects extend to unemploy- 
ment, transportation difficulties, re- 
duced market prices of products, and 
public unrest. Realizing such conse- 
quences, the bureau has met the in- 
vasion of foreign diseases and pests 
with the greatest vigor. 

Eradicating Tuberculosis, 

In eradicating tuberculosis of live 
stock the combined state and federal 
forces tested about 32 per cent more 
cattle than during the preceding year. 
Altogether more than 7,000,000 head 
were officially tested, of which 3.1 per 
cent were condemned as diseased. 
This proportion of reactors is a slight 
decline compared with former years. 
A waiting list of 3,500,000 cattle at 
the end of the fiscal year shows the 
strong desire among cattle owners to 
have their herds tested. 

The prevalence of hog cholera dur- 
ing the year was unusually low, due 
apparently to the practice of us- 
ing the preventive-serum treatment. 
Though the seeming conquest of this 


disease, which at one time caused 
enormous losses, is gratifying, the 


bureau calls attention to its treacher- 
ous nature and urges extreme watch- 
fulness in bringing ‘tinder control 
promptly any new outbreak that may 
occur.

vestigations conducted on the gov- 
ernment’s experiment farms. These 
are maintained to solve practical 
problems confronting stock owners in 
various regions. 


Prevent Soft Pork. 


One important investigation deals 
with definite methods of preventing 
softness and oiliness of pork, a con 
dition due largely to feeding peanuts, 
soy beans, and other oll-bearing feeds. 
Numerous state experiment stations, 
particularly in the South where the 
problem is most serious, are co- 
operating with the bureau in this 
work which is now in its seventh 
year. 

Studies of interest to sheepmen 
deal with the rate of wool growth. 
Practical knowledge on this important 
question is extremely limited, though 
preliminary work Shows that the 
growth of wool and hair varies con- 
siderably during the different months 
and seasons of the year. 

Extensive investigations concern- 
ing the quality, palatability, and food 
value of meat were planned during 
the year covered by the report, in co- 
operation with state experiment sta- 
tions. producers, and the meat trade. 
This branch of research is expected 
to have an important bearing on the 
future of live-stock production and 
public knowledge concerning the food 
value of meats, In order to provide 
a means of measuring the quality of 
meat a machine has been designed 
for testing the tensile strength of 
meat fibers and another for measur- 
ing the force required to shear or break 
the fibers. 


Hog Cholera Preventive 


The only known preventive for hog 
cholera is vaccination before the hogs 
become sick. There {fs no longer a 
question as to the principle of this 
treatment. The vaccination of hogs 
after they get sick is useless. 

If a hog is noticed to be off feed. 
the veterinarian should be called in 
to make a diagnosis. If hog cholera 
is found, vaccination of the remain- 
der of the herd should follow im- 
mediately.

GOOD FOR CLOVER NURSE CROP 





Tests Show There Is No 
Marked Difference. 


Tests made for many years by the 
experiment station of the University 
of Illinois show that there is no 
marked difference between winter 
wheat and oats as nurse crops for 
clover, according to H. J. Snider, as- 
sistant chief of the soil experiment 
fields. Farmers who plan to sow 
red cloyer this spring can seed it in 
elther of these grains and get about 
the same rrsults, provided other con- 
ditions are equal and favorable fo 
growing of clover. 

In a rotation of corn, oats, wheat 
and clover on the McNabb experi- 
ment field in Putnam county, red 
clover had been seeded in winter 
wheat for 17 consecutive years, from 
1908 to 1924, and out of these 17 
seedings more than 76 per cent of 
them have been successful. On the 
Rockford field, Winnebago county, in 





a rotation of corn, corn, oats and 
clover, red clover has been seeded in 
oats for 15 consecutive years, 1905 to 
1919, and out of these 15 seedings al- 
most 88 per cent of them have been 
successful. On the Davenport plots 
in Champaign county clover has been 
seeded in oats for 22 consecutive 
years, 1903 to 1924, and more than 77 
per cent of these seedings have been 
successful. 

Although the question as_ to 
whether or not winter wheat or oats 
afford the best nurse crop and seed 
bed for red clover is a point oper 
to argument, the results of these long- 
continued experiments indicate that 
there is little difference between the 
two. 

When only oats are used as a small 
grain crop, as is the common corn- 
belt practice, the only choice in the 
matter of a nurse crop for clover is 
the selection of a variety of oats 
which may give the greatest advan- 
tage to the young clover.

GARTER ORDER NOT 
OLDEST IN WORLD 





Many in Existence Before 
Its Institution. 


The Order of the Garter, aside from 
being one of the oldest of the orders 
of chivalry, is now regarded as the 
most important of all such orders, 
and has been so regarded for many 
years. 

The idea that it is the oldest of 
them all, however, is a popular error; 
though the story of its foundation by 
Edward III in 1334 gives it claim to 
the distinction of high antiquity. 

Whatever the truth of the story per- 
taining to its origin may be, it is a 
fact that at the time King Edward is 
alleged to have picked up the orignal 
emblem and murmured his now im- 
mortal “Honi solt qui mal y pense!” 
similar orders were already thick as 
thistles in the great courts of Europe. 

The Holy See had started the vogue 
in 1048, nearly twenty years before 
the Norman conquest of England, by 
inaugurating the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem, which still exists. 

Half a century later, at the close of 
the First crusade in 1099, the then 
pope founded the Order of the Holy 
Sepulchre. 

Spain was then full of Christian 
knights, dusky Moors and chivalry, 
and established the orders of Cala- 
trava and Alcantara In 1156 and 1158, 
respectively. In 1191, two years after 
Frederick Marbarossa had crossed the 
country at the head of the Third cru- 
sade, the Teutonic order was founded 
{n Austria. Nearly three decades 
later, in 1219, Waldemar the Conquer- 
or established the Dannebrog order in 
Denmark. This interesting event took 
place just five years before the art of 
skating on ice was first essayed in 
Denmark. 

Sweden and Norway were then rath- 
er a mixed grill. The Swedes and the 
Goths were decimating each other, 
while the Norwegians were quarrel- 
ing with both and contracting fancy 
alliances with Scotland. However, 
toward the end of the Thirteenth cen- 
tury, Magnus I organized a regular 
government, and before he died, in 
1290, he also instituted a regular order 
of chivalry, the Seraphim, which still 
survives. 

In 1318, five years after the sup- 
pression of the Knights Templar, the 
Holy See instituted the Order of 
Christ. 

All these eight orders, and probably 
a greater number of similar ones that 
have long since become obsolete, were 
flourishing in Europe before that of 
the Garter came into existence in 
1334. So the only thing revolutionary 
about Its introduction was its emblem, 
and the revolutionariness of that 
feature was offset by the  piously | 
chivalrous tone of the motto attached 
to the same, “Evil to him that thinks | 
ill of it—The Argonaut. | 


Berlin’s Fish Dinner 
Berlin devoured 9,000,000 jelly | 
doughnuts and 2,000,000 pounds of 
carp as part of the celebration of the 
‘New Year. The Germans appreciate | 
carp more than we do. An effort was | 
made to popularize the fish in Amer- | 
fea shortly before the centennial. It 
was found that it bred so fast that it 
soon overcrowded small ponds in 
which it was placed. But with its slug- 
gish habits the flesh of the fish ts 
coarse and readily takes the taint of 
impure water. With the American 
angler it is not a favorite, as it fs 
not what is called a “free biter.” It is, | 
however, one of the hardiest of fishes 
and it will live for several days after 
leaving the water if surrounded by 
damp moss, Thus it may be transport- | 
ed over long distances, and in war | 
time it often became an important | 
staple food of impoverished refugees. | 
The little goldfish is cousin to this | 
comparative leviathan, which was do- 
mesticated by the Chinese in a period 
long anterior to the Christian era. 








Eastern Illiteracy 

According to the latest figures, 
eight out of every hundred persons 
In India above the age of ten are able | 
to read and write. That is not a} 
large proportion. In 1923 there were | 
8,800,000 students in elementary and | 
advanced schools. That is a large 
number, but we must remember that 
India has a population of 315,000,000. 
In all the schools and colleges of | 
China there were, in 1923, 6,950,000 
students. The population of China 
as larger than that of India, but the 
number of students is smaller. So we 
may say that China is behind Indla 
in regard to the number of students. 
On the other hand, China has made 
much more progress in education dur- 
ing the past twenty years than has 
India. The number of students in 
China {is now more than six times as 
great as it was in 1906.
